Washington, November 27.—(Special.)— 
Lieutenant Thomas M. Brumby, Admiral 
Dewey’s flag IMeutenant at the battle of 
Manila, is {ll of the fever at Garfield 
hospital, this city. Lieutenant Brumby 
is suffering from a general breakdown 
and tropic fever due to his long service 
It was stated at the hospital 
tonight that he was doing very nicely, 
and while there is no immediate danger, 
the fever will have to run its course and 
Lieutenant Brumby will be confined to 
his room for several weeks. 

Lieutenant Brumby was stricken with 
the fever shortly after his return from 
Atlanta, where he was highly honored 
by the citizens of his state, and was con- 
fined to his bed for several days at his 
home. His condition did not improve as 
rapidly as his physicians might desire, so 


_he was removed to the Garfield hospital. 


Admiral Dewey was a daily caller to 
inquire about Lieutenant Brumby’s con- 
dition, and since Brumby has been at the

OF ENGLAND AND GERMANY. 


Prepares a Treaty for the Disposi- 
tion of Samoa and Pre- 
sents It. 


Washington, November 27.—The United 
States has declined to accept the agree- 
ment as to the disposition of the Samoan 
islands reached by Great Britain and 
Germany. It was possibly the leaking 
cut of some information to, this \effect 
that gave rise to the report circulated in 
European capitals recently of the devel- 
opment of a serious hitch in the negotia- 
tions. 

As a matter of fact, there is no seri- 
ous hitch and the reasons which influ- 
enced the state department here in re- 
jecting the British-German arrangement 
when it was submitted for approval re- 
lated entirely to minor matters and 
touched rather upon the form than the 
substance of the arrangement. 

Having rejected the tentative treaty 
submitted by the other two powers, our 
government has in turn, and at the in- 
stance of the other parties, prepared and 
submitted a draft of a treaty which it 
is hoped will be acceptable to all three 
powers. This is now before the foreign 
offices at London and Berlin for consid- 
eration and it is confidently believed here 
that it will receive unanimous approval, 
not differing in principle, as already 
stated, from the original project. 


CHANGE REPRESENTATION 


NATIONAL COMMITTEE TO CON- 
SIDER RESOLUTION. 
Its Object Is To Change the Basis 
of Representation in Republican 
National Convention. 


Milwaukee, Wis., November 27.—Henry 
C. Payne, the Wisconsin member, will 
present at the meeting of the national 
republican committee in Washington De- 
cember 12th a resolution recommending 
a change in the basis of representation 
in future republican national conven- 
tions. The resolution follows: 

Whereas, the present basis of repre- 
sentation in national conventions is un- 
just and unequal, and believing that this 
injustice should be remedied: therefore, 

Resolved, That the republican natgonal 
committee recommend to the national 
convention that a new basis of represen- 
tation be established as follows: Each 
state to be entitled to four delegates et 
large and one additional delegate for 
each 10,000 yotes, or majority fraction 
thereof, cast at the last preceding presi- 
dential election for republican electors, 


territory and the District of Columbia, 
and, be it further 

Resolved, That in alloting delegates to 
the states, as provided, aside from dele- 
gates at large, they shall be divided as 
near as practicable among the several 
congressional districts of the states, the 
basis shall be the same and where it is 
necessary to unite one or more congres- 
stonal districts for the purpose of carry- 
ing out this resolution, contiguous dis- 
| tricts may be united.

Foreman Johnson’s Talk. 


Governor Candler: The constitution of our 
country secures to all its citizens the right of 
petiton to the law-making power of the land; 
to state their grievances and ask relief. It is 
in the exercise of this right, coupled with our 
urabridged confidence in you as the head of 
this great commonwealth, and of the patriot- 
ism and sense of justice of the representatives 
of the people now in session, that we, selected, 
chosen and sworn to serve and represent the 
people of Fulton county as its grand jury for 
the present term, appear before you today. We 
have been chosen from among the plain busi- 
ness people of the county, leaving our stores, 
offices and farms, to attend, as best we can, 
to the duties imposed by law and our oaths 
uron us. None of us are versed in the law, 
nor are we adept in the art of procuring legis- 
lation. Instead of resorting to the unlawful 
means of lobbying for the legislation we de- 
sire, we prefer to adopt the American method 
of direct, open diplomacy by coming to you, 
and stating our grievances, and ask you to use 
your prerogative to recommend to the general 
assembly such relief as you in your wisdom 
may deem propr. 

Our petition s in the form of special pre- 
ser tments, made to the jud:re of the superior 
ccurt-of Fulton county, which have been duly 
approved and recorded on the minutes of the 
court. We will leave’ a copy with you for your 
irepection and consideration. 

We trust your excellency will 
it an intrusion on your time, or condemn us 
for this unusual proze2ding, if we remain for 
a few moments to emphasize what we have 
®6id in our presentments. Our excuse is its 
impcrtance, and our duty under our oaths. 

Our presentments treat of two subjects: 
affectiiug the state at large; the other 
in its character. 

The first subject upon which we will re 
mark is the reprehensible practice of the crime 
of barratry by some members of the bar of 
this county, by their frequent applications to 
the courts to place corporations, firms and in- 
dividuals into the hands of receivers—soliciting 
claims for the purpose. Also to the drumming 
up of damage suits, by hiring others to pro- 
cure them, in some instances negroes. One 
negro swore on the stand, when interrogated as 
to his occupation. that he ‘‘hunted up damage 
suits for the lawyers.’’ : 


Lawyers Institute Suits. 


We are not permitted to divulge the pro- 
ceedings of the grand jury room, but we do not 
consider it a violation of this inhibition to state 
that we have investigated several of these 
cases and have found in every instance of re- 
céivership litigation that it was instigated, 
not by creditors or stockholders of their own 
motion, but by the lawyers themselves, by 
writing letters, and sending emissaries to other 
states soliciting claims, and urging suit. [ 
will mention an instance or two:

I recall these few instances as pertinent ex- 
amples, illustrating the utter injustice and 
wastefulness of the system, and more espe- 
cially to that feature of the law which per- 
mits of its abuse, and which furnishes such 
inviting fields for the exploitations of the 
barrator. 

We admit that the criminal code of the state 
prescribes ample means for his punishment and 
disbarment, and that he should be prosecuted 
vigorously. But sufficient evidence against 
him is difficult to obtain. His victim is timid 
and hesitates to testify against him, lest he 
be repaid with usury. He expresses grave 
doubts as to whether the ethical lawyer would 
care to uphold the ethics of his profesison 
by joining in the prosecution of the barrati- 
cal. He reminds you of the beautiful brother- 
hood existing between them, and of their 
loyalty to the Christian injunction of forgiv- 
ing an offending brother seventy times seven. 

The is what his name implies—ex- 
ceedingly He is like a spider walking 
His tracks disappear simulta- 
neously with his peregrinations. He is not 
like the roaring lion seeking whom he 
may devour, but crawls and creeps nolslessly 
serpent to tempt, charm and swallow 
his unsuspecting prey. He swindles the ig- 
norant and oppresses the weak. He levies 
blackmall under the guise of a fee. If he 
cannot rule he attempts to ruin. He is a 
strife-monger, causing brother to go to law 
with brother. His practice has ruined many 
business men and brought poverty and un- 
happiness upon many women and children. 
He has caused capital to leave the state and 
prevented other from coming in. He is a blight 
upon any community cursed with his presence. 
degrades himself and discredits his pro- 
fession. He causes the people to have contempt 
for the courts, to lose respect forthe law and 
to cespair of justice. Such are some of the 
more numerous characteristics of the shyster 
lawyer. Yet I have no malice in my heart 
for him. Personally he has done me little 
harm, but my blood has boiled with 
nation while lNstening to the woeful 
of some of his victims. 

It might not be uninteresting to digress just 
here and remark upon other interests in which 
the people are all vitally concerned. The real] 
estate market is exceedingly quiet. Sales are 
few and at reduced prices. To meet the views 
of tenants, landlords are compelled to ra- 
duce rent rates below remunerative figures. 
The mercantile interests of the city are grow- 
in some lines, and Gown in others. 
Finance is at a standstill. Manufacturing is 
doing fairly well, but apprehensive for the 
future, for reasons hereinafter mentioned. Lo- 
cal insurance companies have met with poor en- 
couragement. Those which have not already 
been suppressed are in the act of being squelch- 
Building and loan associations—institu- 
tions that have been quietly furnishing homes 
for the poor men—have met with much oppo- 
sition in some quarters, and a bill has been 
introduced in the house of representatives to 
have them all administered upon for the 
’* The street railways 
have large patronage and income, 
withhold dividends in order to meet 
for indemnity, insurance, 
expenses, 
business just mentioned are not as encouraging, 
on the whole, as they might be, yet we have 
great cause for rejoicing and are fully com- 
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pensated in the great prosperity and rapid 
growth of two other lines. 

Firstly, taxation is on a boom! 

Notwithstanding values have receded year by 
year, our citizens unmurmuringly submit to 
any assessment demanded. They take great 
pride in building magnificent and towering 
jails and courthouses to accommodate the ever- 
increasing litigations in our courts. They 
challenge: any county in the world with the 
same population and wealth of Fulton to show 
as many courts in almost perpetual session 
as we have, or that pays as much money to 
run ther. Our taxing authorities are ever On 
the alert for more taxes. 

Secondly, the damage suit business. 

While taxation is on a boom, it cannot com- 
pare in rapidity of: growth and profitableness 
to the damage suit business. New fields are 
being ‘constantly opened up for its expansion. 
Some years ago the railroads furnished about 
the only field. But now there are many. I 
will mention a few: The street railway is 
a rich find. The bicycle furnishes many nug- 
gets and the elevator not a few. The vehicle 
on the streets drops an occasional plum. The 
erection of new bulldings is not fruitless. 
The factories are prolific bearers. But the 
latest and most novel field that has yet been 
developed is the old house mine. If you 
rent an old house worth $250 at $3 a month 
and your big fat tenant breaks through the 
floor and skins his shin, it costs you $1,000. 
Or if your shingles blow off and the roof 
springs a leak it's worth all the way from 
$200 to $5CO to ‘“‘my client and me.”’ 

An indispensable attache andp romoter of the 
damage suit business is a peripatetic and ubi- 
quitous individual known as the damage suit 
broker. He is generally of the African race 
and has one characteristic of the buzzard—he 
can aniff an injury from afar. He understands 
his business and knows how. remarkable is 
ris stock in trade. 
$5 a case. His patrons“do not vouch for his 
integrity, for he has been convicted (but not 
in the courts) of cheating and swindling; ‘‘in 
that the said John Smith, broker aforesaid, did 
within one hour after said injury bargain, 
sell und convey (but not deliver) one and the 
same damage suit case to two other damage 
sult Jawyers, viz: John Doe and Richard Roe, 
besides your complainant, and collect money 
therefor, to the great less and embarrassment 
of complainant, etc., etc.’’ 


Damage Suits Thrive. 


While the aggregate revenue from the bus- 
iness ig greater and greater as each year 
rolis by, it does not increase in the same ra- 
tic as the beneficiaries do. There's a greater 
number engaged in it, so, per capita, the re- 
ceipts are smaller. But this deficit in the 
annual budget is being provided for. A bill 
has passed the house and been sent to the sen- 
at that, should it become a law, will enhance 
the business wonderfully. It provided that 
should a person in any county in Georgia re- 
ceive an injury upon our railroads his suit for 
damages may be brought in the courts of 
Fulton county. While this will relieve the 
lawyers and court officers of the other coun- 
ties of the fees and costs for trying the 
cases, it promotes the business at headquart- 
ers. Fulton will be equal to the emergency, 
as bids for a $100,000 annex to our court- 
house, in order to meet this increased de- 
mand upon her facilities, are now being ad- 
vertised for. And when the double back taxes 
heretofore referred to are collected there will 
be plenty of money on hand to foot the bills. 
While there may be fewer factories, insur- 
ance companies and building and loan asocla- 
tions and more idle people, the more important 
industry of damage suits will throb and thrive 
as never before. Then we shall see an un- 
precedented influx of lawyers. Should our 
present number of 343 be only doubled, think 
what it would mean to our sky scrapers, in- 
stallment furniture dealers, sign writers and 
damage suit brokers! While there has been 
filed in our superior and city courts only 
4.342 cases of all sorts in the last twelve 
months, think what it will be when our ca- 
pacity for litigation is increased by the pro- 
posed new buildings and the desired legisla- 
tion. Damage suits only require from two to 
ten days to try before courts and it costs 
the county only about $100 a day to try them, 
Hence the desirability to try all damage suits 
of the state in Fulton county. 

There ought to be but one sentiment in the 
minds of all fair-minded people as to whether 
barratry should be stopped. 

In all other attachment proceedings bond by 
the plaintiff to the defendant is required by 
law. Is it right to permit one citizen to at- 
tach the whole estate of another, as well as 
his business integrity and personal character 
with immunity from any liability for the darm- 
age that might occur, or to despoil a corpo- 
ration composed of many poor people and di- 
vide the assets among lawyers, receivers and 
court officers? Yet this is what the receiver- 
ship laws of Georgia permit and do. Should

Justice answers yes! 

I intend no reflection whatever upon the 
judges of our courts. They are all able and 
true. Their characters are as spotless as the 
ermine they wear. The octopus seeks his nour- 
ishment through his tentacles. The court 
suggestions from the ‘‘arms of 
the law.’ The legal profession is the grand- 
est and should be the purest of all by purging 
it of corruption. 

There was a time in Georgia when the peo- 
ple reverenced their judge and the lawyers, as 
the churchman reverences his bishop and the 
ministers; but that time is not now! Oh, tha: 
history may repeat itself! 

@he other subject referred to—that of sala- 
ries for county officers in lieu of fees-—is ful- 
ly discussed in our presentments. I will, there- 
fore, say no more than to affirm that it is the 
almost unanimous desire of the taxpayers of 
Fulton county that this change be made, where- 
by the expenses will be lessened many thous- 
ands of dollars annually.

All during the four acts the audl- 
ence seemed on the qui vive for someth- 
ing that would suggest ‘‘Mephisto,’’ and 
when this suggestion failed to material- 
ize there was a distinct disappointment. 
It was simply as Mr. Morrison said in 


_an interview last night, “The publec i¢ 


still clamoring fer ‘Mephisto.’ After 
playing the part for sixteen years, I 
can't get away from it.” 

“Frederick the Great’ is avowedly a 
comedy and has absolutely none of the 
elemengs of tragedy in it. Instead of the 
grim warrior who-ruled his people with 
an iron hand, the play gives us a mon- 
arch who inspires little reverence among 
the subjects who came in immediate con- 
tact with him, and who treat their king 
with the utmost levity. True, Frederick 
was an anomalous character, but it is 
scarcely probable that he indulged in the 
contradicticns the play accredits him 
with. 

The story hinges around the love affair 
of Baron von Trenck for the king’s 
youngest sister, Princess Amelia. La- 
BRarbarina, an Italian dancer, plays an 
important part in bringing this to a hap- 
py termination by her influence over his 
majesty, and incidentally lends no little 
to the spirit of the play. The comedy 
scenes, of which there are several, are 
dependent on cleverly constructed gitua- 
tions rather than especially good lines, 
and ‘their general effect is mirth provok- 
ing. 

Mr. Morrison took the part of Fred- 
erick in the usual fine manner that char- 
acterizes all of his work, and he was 
rewarded with )iberal applause, and 
Miss Florence Roberts made a captivat- 
ing LaBarborina and shared the honors 
evenly with Morrison. Other members 
of the company did well, but there was 
nothing in their acting of a distinguish- 
ing quality. 

The play is admirably staged and the 
costumes are especially fine. On the 
whole ‘‘Frederick the Great” was well 
received and liberally applauded. Had it 
not been for the undercurrent desire of 
the audience for something of the ‘“‘devil’’ 
in the play, its reception would have 
been much more cordial,

The famous old chief- 
tain was received on the bluff at Savan- 
nah. There in an eloquent address of wel- 
come from the governor, LaFayette was 
cordially saluted as the guest of the peo- 
ple. The occasion was most impressive. 
In the fall of the sequent year, Gover- 
nor Troup's second term expiring, one of 
the most remarkable administrations in 
Georgia's history was brought to a elose. 
Alluding to his admirable record as exec- 
utive, a contemporary journal] truthfully 
“He has certainly during the 
four years of his service had more diffi- 
culties to econtend with than any of 
his predecessors ever had. not even ex- 
cepting General James Jackson.”
